1. The Senate Appropriations Committee has reported out the 
Defense Appropriations Bill allowing CIA the same funds which were 
approved by the House. The personnel rider imposed by the House was 
not discussed at the Senate hearings. 

2. OSI has prepared a reply, concurred in by AD/Commo, to 

Senator Wiley's request for CIA comment on S. J. Res. 96, which 
establishes a Commission on International Telecommunications. I dis-

In connection with the request of Ralph Horton, of the Inves- 
tigative Staff of the House Appropriations Committee, to furnish certain 
CIA warehouse figures, the office of Chief of Logistics prepared the 
necessary data, concurred in by Chief of Services, and approved by 
Colonel White.
